The Wilmington School Committee, last Thursday, agreed to 
a proposal that a municipally owned skating rink be built on 
the land of the Shawsheen School, at the corner of Hopkins 
Street, thus perhaps ending a long search for a suitable site 
in Wilmington. Dave Trickett of Suncrest Avenue had been 
engaged in such a search for a long time. 

Possibly there will now be an article, in due and proper 
form, for the Town Meeting to consider, in the annual meeting 


in March. 


There must be research, and a proper presenta- 


tion has to be made, because of bonding difficulties that can 
be experienced, after a vote has been made by the town. 


Monday night. a week ago. the 
search started frantically. Time 
was getting late. 

What had been planned for a 
work session’ of the Board of 
Selectmen turned into. instead. 
a search session, About a dozen 
people were present, not includ- 
ing the Selectmen, School Com- 
mittee members came and went
